It is a ridiculous situation when 250 grain hand¬ 
lers at Vancouver can tie up grain shipments to the 
extent that the pinch is felt by the prairie farmers! 
But shipments of grain from Alberta points are at a 
standstill. Grain cars that have come in empty are go¬ 
ing out empty. Muoh of the l^ast crop is still on the 
farms. 

The federal government has refused to intervene 
in the strike and negotiations have not yet 'been open¬ 
ed between the grain companies and the grain hand¬ 
lers’ union. The strike has been on for over two 
weeks, and it’s time there was some action taken to 
bring the two parties together so that a settlement 
can be worked out

Tuberculosis of Poultry __ 

- Tuberculosis is one of the com¬ 
moner diseases prevalent among 
poultry, and is one that the aver¬ 
age farmer who keeps a few hens

Birds of all ages may become 
infected with tuberculosis, but 
due to its slow progress symptoms 
may not show up until the bird 
is mature.
